POLISH police joined Harlow officers 
on the beat in a show of unity as a 
murder investigation continues. 

Press photographers flanked the 
two foreign officers who completed 
the patrol alongside Essex Police 
whose chief constable Stephen 
Kavanagh stated a desire to engage 
with Polish residents. 

This follows an assault at The Stow, 
Harlow, in August. 

Polish national Arkadiusz Jozwik, 
40, died from injuries resulting from a 
single punch, while one of his friends 
was taken to hospital with injuries. 

Two Polish men were also assaulted 
in Harlow town centre in the early 
hours of Sunday, September 4, and 
were taken to Harlow’s Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital but later discharged. 

Essex Police said one line of invest¬ 
igation is that both incidents could be 
hate crimes. 

Chief sergeant Dariusz Tybura, of 
Polish State Police, said: “We have 
been welcomed very warmly by both 
the Polish and the British communit¬ 


ies here. 

“They often approach us to have a 
friendly chat, and sometimes raise 
some issues.” 

His colleague second lieutenant 
Bartosz Czernicki, of Polish State 
Police, said: “The aim of the visit is to 
establish co-operation with the local 
Polish community and make it easier 
for them to report various incidents to 
the police.” 

An Essex Police spokeswoman said

the visit was only to support com¬ 
munity engagement. While both 
officers were in uniform they did not 
have police powers and played no role 
in the murder probe. 

Six teenagers were arrested in con¬ 
nection to Mr Jozwik’s death and have 
been bailed. 

Harlow has become the centre of 
international media attention. Jean- 
Claude Junker, president of the 
European Commission, said he would 


never accept Polish workers being 
beaten and harassed. 

Figures show 31 potential hate 
crimes were reported in the UK since 
the European Union referendum. 

Arkady Rzegocki, the Polish ambas¬ 
sador to the UK, was one of 700 to 
march from The Stow to Harlow town 
centre earlier this month in Mr 
Jozwik’s memory. 

On Broad Walk and The High, 
where Polish officers, passed through, 
Harlow residents had mixed reactions 
to the patrol. 

Tom Flynn said: “I never thought I 
would see the day Polish police 
officers would patrol Harlow. 

“I would say it’s really distressing. I 
don’t know where the violence has 
come from.” 

Another resident, who wished to 
remain anonymous, added: “Last time 
I saw a copper it was a weekend and 
that was ages ago. 

“I’m not being funny, but this coun¬ 
try is getting stupid.” 

Essex Police chief inspector Alan 
Ray said: “We are getting mixed mes¬ 
sages, but you will get that from any 
community.” 


Police investigation after crash injures four people 


FOUR men were injured after a car 
collided with a lorry in Roydon, 
sparking a police investigation. 

The serious crash at Gam on 
Sunday involved a silver Mazda 
containing four men travelling from 
Nazeing towards Harlow along 
Tylers Road, Roydon. 


It collided with an articulated LGV 
travelling in the opposite direction. 
The road was closed for eight hours 
for forensic scene examination and 
vehicle recovery. 

The 35-year-old driver of the 
Mazda was taken to Royal London 
Hospital with serious injuries and 


his condition is described as stable. 

A rear seat passenger, aged 45, was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge with serious injuries and 
his condition is described as critical 
but stable.

Fields School and College. 

Passmores School, where Channel 4 
series Educating Essex was filmed, 
moved to Tracyes Road upon becom¬ 
ing an academy in 2012 - the former 
site of Brays Grove. 

BMAT runs secondary school Burnt 
Mill Academy and primary academies 
Freshwaters, Little Parndon and 
Cooks Spinney in Harlow, as well as 
Roydon Primary Academy and Forest 
Hall secondary school and Magna 
Carta Primary Academy in Stansted 
Mountfitchet. 


The sixth form would be the third 
centre in Harlow to offer A-level stud¬ 
ies and the subjects available will be 
those favoured by the Russell Group 
universities. 

The trust will press ahead after 
gathering the required 750 signatures 
in support from residents and receiv¬ 
ing the blessing of Essex County Coun¬ 
cil. 

Upon launching the bid, Ms Mills 
said: “Parents have been coming up to 
me and asking me if we could start 
another school because there is such a 
demand for Burnt Mill. 


“It needs to be understood that a 
free school was announced because 
there is a need, rather than this being 
Burnt Mill Academy wanting to take 
over the town.” 

Time 

BMAT originally planned to open 
the sixth form to A-level students from 
2017 but this has been pushed back to 
allow Year 7 students extra time to 
settle. 

SFGC was originally to be named 
The Burnt Mill Academy of Excel¬ 
lence and the First Avenue secondary 


re-branded Burnt Mill - The Academy 
but the name was changed to avoid 
confusion and honour the legacy of 
town designer Sir Frederick Gibberd. 

Earlier this year BMAT was cri¬ 
ticised by trade union Unison Eastern 
after the academy held consultations 
into making 140 staff redundant 
across the board following govern¬ 
ment funding cuts for academies. 

But the trust confirmed the redund¬ 
ancy consultation was a separate 
issue and would not impact on the 
quality of teaching at the new 
school.

Generous Mr Spitali is remembered

A FRIENDLY ice cream man who 
went beyond the call of duty is 
being remembered by his loving 
family and former customers. 

Anselmo Spitali died last 
month aged 82 at Lister Hospital 
in Stevenage from a lung con¬ 
dition. His family were by his 
side. 

Mr Spitali was born in Sicily 
and lived in Ware, but was best 
known in Harlow where he was 
loved for his generous nature and 
friendly banter with customers. 

As one of the only Italians con¬ 
nected to the town he was given 
the nickname Luigi, while his van 
was called Mr Softee. 

Regular former customer 
Frank O’Hare, 52, of Barn Mead, 
Harlow, said: “He was a legend. 

“At the time there were only two 
ice cream men, and one of them 
was Mr Softee. 

“He would always put a few 
penny sweets in your hand for 


free. 

“He always talked to you like 
you were his only customer and 
would always remember your 
name. 

“He treated everybody like an 
individual. I used to think it was 
just me, but he learnt everybody’s 
names and he made everybody 
feel special.” 

Born in 1933 Mr Spitali left 
Sicily at the age of 17 for France 
and returned briefly before mov¬ 
ing to England in 1967. 

He had worked as an ice cream 
man for 45 years and had been 
trading in Harlow since the mid- 
1970s, serving the Kingsland, 
Woodcroft and Church Leys 
patches. 

Mr O’Hare added: “There are 
hundreds of people on social 
media putting comments about 
how they can’t believe he has 
died. He touched people’s lives. 

“One of the big things I looked 
forward to was seeing him parked 
outside my house every day and I 
would always get a 99. 

“I remember seeing him a few 


weeks ago and we were talking 
about all my family who have 
been to see him over the years.” 

Mr Spitali leaves behind Paola, 
his wife of 53 years, and two chil¬ 
dren, daughter Mariangela, 52, 
and son Vincenzo, 43. 

Mariangela said: “He will be 
remembered as a hard working 
man who valued family above 
everything else.” 

Mr Spitali’s last day of work 
was on Saturday, July 30, and he 
died on Saturday, August 6. 

His funeral was held at Sacred 
Heart of Jesus and St Joseph 
Roman Catholic Church in Ware 
on Wednesday, August 24. 

In accordance to his wishes, Mr 
Spitali was buried by his family’s 
tomb in his home town of Grotte, a 
village in Sicily. 

Donations have been made in 
his memory to the church in Ware 
which is looking to build a new 
parish centre to provide facilities 
for the community.

Plans for 
homes are 
rejected over 
concerns 


A PROPOSAL to build two homes 
in The Drive, Harlow, was rejected 
by Harlow’s development man¬ 
agement committee. 

Councillors expressed con¬ 
cerns that land behind both four- 
bedroom houses, which had integ¬ 
ral garages and car parking 
spaces, could be built on. 

The applicant had previously 
had plans refused to develop num¬ 
ber 8 The Drive and 11 neighbours 
raised written objection to the 
plans which would see the demoli¬ 
tion of two existing bungalows. 

The planning officer recom¬ 
mended the committee granted 
permission but councillors unan¬ 
imously voted to reject the pro¬ 
posal on Wednesday, September 
14. 

Councillor Jean Clark said: 
“There are issues of parking, a 
loss of trees and the character 
change to the area.’’Councillor 
Mike Garnett added: “We could 
have two semi-detached houses 
and end up with additional traffic 
and everything that goes with it. 
Sometimes we have to have a con¬ 
science.” 

A resident of High Street, Old 
Harlow, then addressed the com¬ 
mittee with her dispute with Har¬ 
low Cricket Club. 

The team has installed practice 
nets to the edge of their field 
without seeking permission. 

After a member of Harlow 
Cricket Club spoke, the commit¬ 
tee determined that consultations 
should be held before retrospect¬ 
ive permission can be granted.

MP says train journeys are overpriced

RAIL fares for Harlow commuters 
are too high according to town MP 
Robert Halfon who has attacked 
Abellio Greater Anglia. 

The Conservative politician 
wrote a critical open letter to 
Jamie Buries, managing director 
of Abellio, after the firm secured 
the London to Cambridge fran¬ 
chise for the next nine years. 

Mr Halfon said: “It seems 
wrong that Harlow tax payers 
have the worst value commutes 
than anyone else in the country. 

“This is why I have written to 
Abellio and Paul Maynard MP, the 
minister responsible for rail, to 
see what can be done. 

“I hope now Abellio Greater 
Anglia has been awarded the new 
contract they will do everything 
they can to keep rail fares low.” 

The Tory MP pointed out that it 
costs £3,432 per year for an adult 
to commute from Harlow Town to 


London Liverpool Street. 

Mr Halfon said the average sea¬ 
son ticket price is £2,446 and the 
journey takes only half an hour. 

He added: “Based on average 
journeys my constituents are pay¬ 
ing more per mile than any other 
commuters and a 13p a mile more 
than the average commuter. 

“Taking into account the quick, 
simple and direct route that my 
constituents make when commut¬ 
ing to London for work, they 
appear to be unfairly overcharged 
for their journeys.” 

According to Mr Halfon the 
average income for a Harlow res¬ 
ident is £27,000 per year, lower 
than surrounding towns, leaving 
commuters feeling harder hit. 

The MP will meet with chiefs 
from the Dutch firm next week. 

Asked whether Abellio 
provides a good value for money, 
commuter Derek Rose, of Harlow, 
said: “Obviously someone has to 
have the most expensive ticket in 
the country but it was a shock that 
it was the Harlow line. For some 
reason Broxbourne and Bishop’s 


Stortford is cheaper per mile. If 
they had a flat fee of 38p per mile it 
would even it out.” 

An Abellio spokesman respon¬ 
ded: “Rail fare policies are set by 
the Government. 

“The current fares reflect the 
policies applied over the last 20 
years, plus the legacy of past fare 
initiatives from previous fran¬ 
chise operators and the British 
Rail era. 

“We do offer carnet tickets with 
ten for the price of nine when 
bought in advance. We have plans 
for further initiatives aimed at 
easing the cost of travel for pas¬ 
sengers. 

“Our research shows Harlow 
season ticket prices are compar¬ 
able to those charged by other 
train operators around London. 
We would welcome Mr Halfon’s 
support for train operating com¬ 
panies to have more freedom in 
setting fares. 

“Season ticket fares are tightly 
regulated, limiting our ability to 
address any historical inconsist¬ 
encies."

Multiplex opening 
coming soon for 
eager film fanatics 

Shopping centre cinema to show latest movies

SOME thought the day would never come 
but film-lovers have been promised the 
new Harvey Centre cinema will be open in 
December. 

Last month building firm Speller Met¬ 
calfe handed over the site to Cineworld to 
apply the finishing touches to their six- 
screen multiplex. 

Eleven years after the West Gate Odeon 
closed, the latest films are coming back to 
the town centre in an investment which 
will enhance Harlow’s night time eco¬ 
nomy. 

The cinema forms part of a new devel¬ 
opment called The Terrace on level one of 
the Harvey Centre and will be joined by a 
number of restaurants, one of which has 
been confirmed as American diner Tin¬ 
seltown. 

Bryan Young, Harvey Centre manager, 
said: “This is a really exciting time for 
Harlow. 

“We’ve always had limited night time 
leisure to offer in the town but when the 
cinema opens this will transform dra¬ 
matically.” 

A December opening date would coin¬ 
cide with the release of new Star Wars film 



Rogue One and video game adaption 
Assassin’s Creed. 

The Terrace has already welcomed 
Chinese restaurant Rung Fu which has 
enjoyed a busy trade in its first months. 

Mr Young added: “Harlow will become a 
bustling town where people want to come 
after work with friends and family to eat 
and drink in a variety of family friendly 
restaurants before checking out the latest 
blockbuster at Cineworld.” 

The Harvey Centre, which currently 
locks up before 10pm, will stay open until 
midnight to accommodate later film 
screenings at Cineworld. 


Plans for a new cinema in the shopping 
centre were originally shared four years 
ago but it has only been in the last 18 
months that the project has significantly 
moved forward. 

At the peak of construction Speller Met¬ 
calfe had 60 staff working at the site, which 
is above the Harvey Centre Tesco. 

Large white hoardings have been placed 
around the site for months fuelling the 
curiosity of shoppers. Recently a glass 
panel unveiled the cinema’s ticket office 
for the first time. 

Cineworld’s team will now install seats, 
carpets, furnishings and projectors after 
Speller Metcalfe built the foundations and 
completed sound proofing. 

Independent and chain restaurants are 
still being offered the chance to move into 
The Terrace with units available.

Engineer Mike Williams (Wahiberg) kisses his beautiful wife 
Felicia (Kate Hudson) goodbye before he boards a helicopter 
that will take him to the BP-owned and operated drilling 
platform Deepwater Horizon located approximately 40 miles 
off the coast of Louisiana. The other passengers include 
installation manager Jimmy Harrell (Kurt Russell) and third 
mate Andrea Fleytas (Gina Rodriguez). Once they land, 

Jimmy becomes concerned that BP officials, including well 
site leader Donald Vidrine (John Malkovich), have not carried 
out enough checks on the drill to ensure it is operating safety. 
He orders a test, which brings back concerning yet 
inconclusive results. 

Reluctantly, he gets the go ahead to continue drilling. Crew 
members including Jason Anderson (Ethan Suplee) and 
Caleb Holloway (Dylan O'Brien) attempt to make up for lost 
time, but a massive blow-out unleashes hell upon the 
121-metre long rig. Survivors of the initial blast race against 
time to lower lifeboats into the water before flames engulf the 
entire structure. 

IMPERIUM (15, 106 mins) 

Daniel Radcliffe shaves his head and sheds his nice guy 
screen image from the Harry Potter franchise in first-time 
director Daniel Ragussis's gritty thriller about an FBI agent 
who infiltrates s group of white supremacists in order to 
gather intelligence on their terrorist activities. Nate Foster 
(Daniel Radcliffe) is desperate to impress his superiors at the 
FBI, but his latest assignment fails to generate the results he 
had hoped for. 

Hard-nosed supervisor Angela Zamparo (Toni Collette) is 
impressed though and she asks Nate to go undercover to 
investigate rumours that one particular group of extremists 
have acquired a radioactive isotope and are planning to build 
a dirty bomb. Their target is a right-wing radio host called 
Dallas Wolf (Tracy Letts), who supposedly knows the people 
who are building the device. 

Nate undergoes a radical transformation to try to fit in with 
the various groups of Neo Nazi factions, including one group 
led by Gerry Conway (Sam Trammell). In order to maintain his 
cover, the agent must break the law and there are increasing 
amounts of blood on his hands as he edges to completing 
his mission.

Stylish reboot for 
a classic western 


The Magnificent 
Seven

T owards the bullet- 

riddled conclusion of 
director Antoine 
Fuqua’s stylish western 
remake, a voiceover 
dreamily recalls the self-sacrifice 
and heroism of seven righteous 
men, who laid down their lives 
for a town in jeopardy. 

“It was magnificent,” gushes 
the film’s narrator. 

That’s going a little far. 

In its bombastic latest 
incarnation. The Magnificent 
Seven lassos a stellar cast and a 
rollicking soundtrack composed 
by the late, great James Horner 
and completed by his good 
friend, Simon Franglen. 

Action sequences are 
orchestrated at a canter and 
Richard Wenk and Nic 
Pizzolatto’s script introduces 
some moments of bone dry 
humour in between the frenetic 
shoot-outs. 

It’s an entertaining ride, but 
Fuqua struggles to distinguish 
his battle royale between 


morally conflicted men from the 
countless westerns that have 
trotted down this same narrative 
trail. 

Oscar-winner Denzel 
Washington, who won his golden 
statuette in Fuqua’s 2001 film 
Training Day, is a swaggering, 
physically imposing hero, driven 
to his suicidal actions in the 
name of retribution. 

He is matched, verbal 
blow-for-blow, by Peter Sarsgaard 
as the glowering villain of the 
piece, who demonstrates his 
wanton disregard for human life 
in a brutal, unflinching opening 
act. 

The year is 1879 and the scars 
of the American Civil War are 
yet to heal. 


The God-fearing folk of Rose 
Creek seek solace in church, but 
the spiritual peace is shattered 
by the arrival of greedy 
industrialist Bartholomew 
Bogue (Sarsgaard) and his goons, 
who intend to drive families out 
of their homes. 

“Twenty dollars for each 
parcel of land,” Bogue tells the 
enraged congregation, shooting 
dead several dissenters, 
including faithful husband 
Matthew Cullen (Matt Bomer). 

Grieving widow Emma Cullen 
(Haley Bennett) and her friend 
Teddy (Luke Grimes) canter to 
neighbouring Amador City to 
enlist the services of bounty 
hunter Sam Chisolm 
(Washington) to kill Bogue. 


“You don’t need a bounty 
hunter, you need an army,” scoffs 
Chisolm, who has crossed paths 
with the industrialist before. 

Moved by Emma’s tearful 
plight, the gunslinger corrals six 
men of dubious character to 
wage war in Rose Creek: 
compulsive gambler Josh 
Farraday (Chris Pratt), sharp 
shooter Goodnight Robicheaux 
(Ethan Hawke), assassin Billy 
Rocks (Byung-hun Lee), tracker 
Jack Horne (Vincent D’Onofrio), 
Mexican outlaw Vasquez 
(Manuel Garcia-RuLfo) and 
Comanche warrior Red Harvest 
(Martin Sensmeier). 

The scene is set for a rootin’ 
tootin’ showdown between the 
rival factions. 

The Magnificent Seven rests 
comfortably on the shoulders of 
Washington and his co-stars. 

Pratt continues to pigeonhole 
himself as Hollywood’s favourite 
wisecracking action man and 
Hawke and Lee catalyse a 
fascinating and flawed 
double-act. Sarsgaard chews 
scenery as if it were tobacco. 

The script is peppered with 
well-heeled one-liners - “Fame is 
a sarcophagus” - and the final 
assault on a besieged Rose Creek 
packs in sufficient excitement to 
warrant staying in the saddle for 
133 minutes.

n the pantheons of 
landscape and garden 
design, Mary Reynolds is 
the horticultural equivalent 
of a rock star. 

in 2002, she became a cause 
celebre with her first entry at 
the RHS Chelsea Flower Show - 
a Celtic sanctuary garden 


steeped in mysticism and full of 
rambling wild flowers, moss and 
hawthorn trees, accessed via a 
stone circular arch. 

Her intention, to recapture the 
untouched splendour of the 
countryside that has been lost in 
formal modern gardens, struck a 
chord and sowed the seeds of a 
design movement dedicated to 
natural simplicity. 

Writer-director Vivienne 
DeCourcy’s sun-dappled drama 
chronicles Reynolds’ remarkable 
journey from the rambling 
landscapes of West Cork to the 
leafy sprawl of SW3 London, via 
the arid deserts of eastern 
Africa. 

it’s an incredible true story of 


triumph and daring against 
convention. 

Alas, the spirit of adventure 
and steely determination that 
propelled Reynolds to glory fails 
to germinate in DeCourcy’s 
gently paced and occasionally 
twee script. 

A budding romance between 
two characters doesn’t achieve 
full bloom and the film’s 
dramatic crescendo - the race to 
construct the garden in time for 
judging - lacks any sense of 
urgency. 

From a young age, Mary 
Reynolds (Emma Greenwell) is 
inspired by her father to cherish 
the natural world and her Celtic 
roots. 


She sketches magical gardens 
in a notebook and when the time 
comes to spread her wings, Mary 
secures a job working with 
Charlotte Heavey (Christine 
Marzano), garden designer to the 
rich and fabulous. 

Charlotte exploits her 
protegee’s talent and 
shamelessly steals design 
elements and passes them off as 
her own genius. 

“Make sure you’re not ripped 
off,” best friend Eve (Lorna 
Quinn) warns Mary to no avail. 

When the position falls 
through, Mary nurtures a dream 
to create a garden at the coveted 
Chelsea Flower Show. 

With the help of Marigold 


(Janie Dee), secretary to stuffy 
Chelsea committee member 
Nigel Hogg (Alex Macqueen), 
Mary gains an invitation to 
compete with her revolutionary 
design. 

She enlists the help of 
handsome botanist Christy 
Collard (Tom Hughes) and his 
father Mike (Brendan Somers) to 
source native plants and 
materials, and transport them 
safely across the Irish Sea. 

They have just 80 days to 
secure £250,000 of sponsorship 
and a further three weeks to 
turn a plot of flat earth into 
Mary’s ambitious vision. 

However, the project relies on 
wanderer Christy, who is 


spearheading a project to 
reclaim the Ethiopian desert. 

Dare To Be Wild looks 
magnificent, but our interest 
wilts well before the flower show 
judges bestow their coveted gold 
medals. 

Greenwell is instantly 
endearing and she makes an 
attractive pairing with Hughes, 
but their on-screen chemistry 
doesn’t justify Mary’s obsession 
to build her garden with Christy 
at her side. 

Potential dramatic conflict in 
the second hour with Marzano’s 
manipulative boss oddly comes 
to naught.

I designer Coco 
Chanel’s life was a 
true rags to riches tale. 

A tough businesswoman 
with a flair for sewing, she hit 
the big-time and joined French 
high society, amassing a $19bn 
fortune before her death in 
1971, making her one of the 
richest women of all time. 
Witty and mesmerizing, 

Chanel became muse, patron, 
or mistress to the century’s 
most celebrated artists, 
including Picasso, Dali, and 
Stravinsky. 

Another of her affairs was 
with American entrepreneur 
Harrison Williams, who in 
1929 was the richest man in 


America, controlling 
nearly one-sixth of all 
American utilities. 

Williams also moved in 
high circles and was 
friends with Edward Vlll, 
who stayed at his home 
during American trips. 

Williams owned this 
houseboat. The New Yorker -

Live in a bit of Lennon history 


JOHN Lennon’s wedding day to 
first wife Cynthia was far from 
swinging. The 1962 ceremony at 
the Mount Pleasant Register 
office in Liverpool had fellow 
Beatles McCartney and George 
Harrison as guests with 
manager Brian Epstein, best 
man, but the couple didn’t have 
any flowers or a photographer. 

The wedding party celebrated 
afterwards in Reece’s restaurant, 
which wasn’t licensed to serve 
alcohol, so guests had to toast 
the couple with water. And the 
newlyweds didn’t even get a 
honeymoon, as Lennon had to 
play a gig at the Riverpark 
Ballroom in Chester that night. 

Cynthia Lennon, who died last 
year, met Lennon at Liverpool 
Art College and while the Beatle 
was performing in Hamburg, 
rented his bedroom from his 
aunt Mimi Smith. They married 
after she became pregnant, but 
when Beatlemania took off, she 
had to deny being his wife. After 



several affairs, Lennon cheated 
on her with Yoko, prompting a 
swift divorce in 1968 when she 
got £100,000. 

In the centre of Liverpool, 
Reece’s was a multi-floor 
restaurant where the first-floor 
became a dance hall at 
weekends. It closed in the 1980s 
and later became shops, but 
developers are now turning it 
into 91 studio and one bedroom 
open-plan apartments and have 


just got permission for a rooftop 
extension so flats on the top 
floors will get panoramic skyline 
views. 

With prices from £64,950 for a 
studio to £99,950 for a one bed, 
they’re hoping to attract young 
professionals and first-time 
buyers with furniture packages 
and on-site 24/7 concierge.

Alan Partridge: Alpha Papa 
promised fans ‘action’, ‘cops’,

This included Partridge standing 
up to an estranged employee who 
had refused to leave and who 
then held 12 of his co-workers 
hostage. 

The production company 
subsequently revealed that fans 
could expect a second helping of 
Partridge, although there’s been 
no news on a sequel since. 

But rather than taking place 
in his beloved Norwich, the film 
was actually shot in Mitcham, in 



the London borough of Merton. 
Brook House posed as North 
Norfolk Digital, with the exterior 
used as the radio station. Now 
developed into luxury flats, it 
overlooks the cricket green and 
is near tram and train stations 
all within the Mitcham 
Conservation Area.

udi is taking its TT 
roadster and coupe 
into supercar territory 
with new range¬ 
topping RS models. 

At £51,800 for the coupe and 
£53,550 for the roadster, the RS is 
some £20,000 more expensive 
than the basic TT - but this one 
is in the same league as Audi’s 
mighty VIO R8 and that will set 
you back more than £110,000. 

The new TT is the quickest 
Audi RS model ever and can 
smash the 0 to 60 barrier in just 
3.7 seconds on its way to a 
theoretical maximum of 174mph. 

But enough of the figures, of 
which there are plenty. What the 
TT RS is really about is extremes 
- extreme performance, extreme 
ability and extreme fun. 

Out on the Jarama race track 
just to the north of the Spanish 
capital, Madrid and scene of 
some epic Grand Prix tussles in 
the 1970s involving legends such 
as Gilles Villeneuve, Jacques 


Laffite and John Watson, the RS 
showed its mettle in no 
uncertain fashion. 

The TT RS is no stranger to 
race car technology - 
blisteringly quick in a straight 
line yet agile and nimble 
through the tightest corners. 

Grip is enhanced not just by 
quattro all-wheel-drive but also 
with a vectoring system which 
produces some unbelievable 
traction. 

Just a glance at the cockpit 
reveals that this is a car out of 
the norm and one that is very 
special. 

The starter button is mounted 
on the sports-style, alcantara 
covered steering wheel and sits 
opposite the car’s drive mode 
selector - the button which 
releases maximum venom. 

Switch the virtual instrument 
panel into RS mode and the 
information is all track related. 
Dials for the power, torque and G 
force and a lap timer replace the 
more conventional layout for the 
road. 




Unleash the power - and 
there’s 400 horsepower to go at - 
and the TT RS surges into life 
emitting a marvellous roar from 
its twin exhaust nacelles. 

There’s a ‘noise button’ for 
added effect but the thrill of the 
chase is enough. The car is 
delightfully balanced and even 
close to the limits there’s little 
load up on the steering. 

Stopping power comes from 
high performance brakes - 
carbon ceramics are an option - 
and slick gear changes fire out of 
the seven speed dual clutch 
transmission either in auto 
mode or from the paddle shifters. 

It’s all honed for performance 
and enough to make the eyes pop 
on the most demanding of 
drivers. In every aspect the RS is 
as good as the R8 - just £50,000 
cheaper. 

The engine in the TT RS is a 
new take on the legendary 
2.5-litre five cylinder block that 
powered the quattros of old. Not 
only does it sound so distinctive 
it is now turbo charged to the 



hilt giving the car a power to 
weight ratio of 277ps per tonne. 

There’s a fraction of lag as the 
RS takes off but if anything that 
helps its manners for everyday 
driving. Full bore arrives at 1,700 
revs and from that point on the 
power delivery is relentless. 

Top speed is restricted to 
155mph but the RS can be 
unfettered by Audi Sport’s 
technicians to release its full 
174mph potential. 

Magnetic ride is another 
option for smoother damping 
and the RS sits almost half an 
inch lower than a regular TT. 

Huge air scoops dominate the 
lower portion of the nose while 
aerodynamics are assisted by 
flared sills and a boot mounted 
spoiler suspended on double 
struts. It can be replaced by a 
pop-up spoiler as fitted to other 
TTs as a covert touch. 

Nineteen inch rims are 
standard, 20-inch wheels an 
option and the RS looks every bit 
the performance machine it is, 
set off with a honeycomb grille 


and some discreet badging. 

At the back the TT RS is the 
first Audi to make use of organic 
LED (OLED) tail lamps which 
incorporate carbon coated 
elements to produce a stand out 
design complete with tiny Audi 
logos and TT legends. 

The cockpit is fully connected 
including wi-fi and on the 
roadster Audi has fitted 
microphones into the seatbelt 
webbing to enhance speech 
quality when driving top down. 

A Bang and Olufsen audio 
system is standard fit and so is 
leather upholstery embossed 
with the RS mark. 

On the road the TT RS is as 
accomplished as they come. Not 
only is it quicker than the likes 
of the Mercedes-AMG SLC, the 
BMW Z4 and Porsche’s Cayman 
and Boxster it also drives with 
great precision. Only the 
Porsche is a match in terms of 
all round dynamics. 

The roadster is marginally 
slower 0 to 60 at 3.9 seconds and 
slightly thirstier. Audi claims an 


official fuel return of 34mpg with 
emissions of 189g/km while the 
coupe is rated at 34.4mpg 
(187g/km). 

However, such economy is 
going to be optimistic given the 
car’s craving for performance 
and enjoying it to the full we 
managed to achieve an average 
of just 18 to the gallon in the 
roadster. 

A more sedate drive in the 
coupe realised close on 30 to the 
gallon. Both versions have 
stop/start systems to help out in 
traffic but this is a car whose 
forte is out on the open road. 

Compared to the previous RS 
iteration of the TT, the new 
model is bigger and better all 
round, is slightly lighter and has 
boot space ranging from 305 to 
712 litres in the coupe (280 litres 
in the roadster). 

In every way it sets a new 
standard for Audi sports cars 
and is sure to become one of the 
most cherished high 
performance models to carry the 
four ring marque.

ASSISTANT manager Spencer 
Knight believed his Harlow Town 
side were always going to get an 
equaliser once Hendon were 
reduced to ten men on Tuesday 
night.

Hawks just four minutes later, 
firing into the roof of the net from 
ten yards out. 

The draw means they are 
unbeaten in four games in the 
league, and they return to the 
Harlow Arena for games against 
Sudbury on Saturday and Need¬ 
ham Market on Tuesday.

CHIASSARO’S BACK 
AFTER RIO DRAMA 

Paralympics experience ends with controversial relay

RICHARD CHIASSARO arrived 
back in England from the Rio 
Paralympics empty handed, des¬ 
pite producing a brilliant opening 
leg in the T53/54 4x400m relay. 

After touching down on Tues¬ 
day with the rest of the team he 
plans to enjoy some time at home 
ahead of the Paralympic parades 
in Manchester on October 17 and 
in London a day later. 

The controversial relay pro¬ 
duced one of the talking points of 
the games as David Weir appeared 
to run out of steam on the final 
leg. 

Chiassaro had given team¬ 


mates Nathan Maguire, Moatez 
Jomni and Weir every chance of 
qualifying with a blistering 
start. 

But with only the four fastest 
teams progressing to the final, 
Canada pipped ParalympicsGB to 
the final qualifying spot, after 
Weir stopped the clock in 3min 
14.43sec. 

Chiassaro said after the relay 
race: “1 went flying round there -1 
got a higher speed than 1 did in 
that 400m heat. I’m just gutted we 
didn’t qualify. 

“We performed well but things 
just aren’t going our way at the 
moment in certain things. 

“My [T54] 400m was okay 
because 1 was fourth, 1 was off a 
medal by a tenth of a second. 1 got 
boxed out in the 800m [where he 


failed to qualify from the heats] 
and the relay didn’t go our way as 
well. 

“1 don’t know [what went wrong 
in the relay] you’ll have to ask 
other people about that. 

“We knew the top four went 
through and 1 went as hard as 1 
could but that’s all I’ve got to say 
about that. 

Assumed 

“1 assumed that when the 
French were disqualified that we 
went through but that wasn’t the 
case. The mood was okay in the 
quartet.” 

Weir’s post-race interviews 
caused more controversy as he 
suggested the camp was far from 
happy. 

He said: “We need to click as a 


team. 1 know it’s an individual 
event, but there needs to be no big 
egos within the team. 

“1 always praise every athlete to 
put on a British vest but some¬ 
times 1 feel like I’ve been stabbed 
in the back.” 

Chiassaro was third in his 100m 
heat in 14.83 but it was not enough 
to progress as one of the fastest 
qualifiers. 

He was unlucky not to qualify 
from his 800m heat, as he was 
boxed in by other athletes leaving 
him unable to make a break and 
he ended up finishing fifth. 

The 34-year-old left Rio in 
upbeat mood, however, saying on 
Instagram: “Leaving the athletes 
village it’s been great and a pleas¬ 
ure to work with this great team of 
athletes and staff.”
